Chief Justice Hands Down Im- 
portant Decis^ion in Saa- 
nich Case 



To set up that r.n Incoriionitcd com- 
pany may htive only one represenln- 
tivo upon a voters' list in a district 
in which it owns property, was tlin 
( Ifoct of the ileolslon handed down Ijy 
Chic:' justice Hunter yesterday, when 
he dismissed the application lor an 
injunction rt. straining five meml)ers ol" 
the Porter fanilly from voting Jn tlje 
municipality of North Saanlch tomor- 
rov.', w.ili costs; but later ho mado an 
order (lireclluK a writ of mandamus 
to issue, d.vected to the clerk of iho 
mimicipal council to expunge the 
n.-inioii of four of the men In question. 
HU lordship gave reasons nt length, 
a;ii an appeal may bo taken: 

The case Involved the right of a 
corporate concern to authorize mure 
than one representative to vote in its 
interests in a municipality, the stat- 
ute being somewhat ambiguous in its 
reference to tlie i)olnt. The names of 
Robert Porter, sr., George A. Porter, 
Henry A. I'orter, l''rederl(?lc Portei', 
and Roliert .lohn Porter were retained 
on the revised list by the court of re- 
vision at Sidney last week, and ,1. J. 
White, postmaster .-it Sidney, protest- 
ed. Application was made belong 
Chief Justice Hunter for an injunc- 
tion, and yesterday morning, follow- 
ing iipi)lloation for writs of mandamus 
and certiorari, the e.ise was again ar- 
gued bufort' the elilef Justice. 

W. J. Taylor, K. C.. appeared on be- 
half of Mr. White; Mr. Thornton Fell, 
.K. C, for L. Herber R. Horth Mark 
E. Hewitt, Alexander McDonald, mem- 
bers of the coiuu'll and court of revis- 
ion fur the district, and R.iy l^;. Hre- 
thour, clerk of the niunicip.-illty. and 
Frank Hlgglna appeared for the Port- 
era. 

Question Complicated. 

The question was complicated by 
re;ison of the fact that the court of re- 
vision had heard Mr. White's objec- 
tions to a c'omijany being represented 
on the voter's list by more than one 
person, and had declined to strike off 
the names of the four Porters upon 
the (.'round tilut Robert Porter ami 
Sons, Lim.lted, was a close corpora- 
linn, .ill the shares being held by tie- 
I'ortci's themaelvea and not saleable 
to ouisUlers without tlio approval of 
each member of the company. There 
was no appeal in law frcim the desls- 
ion of tlie court of revision, the >;iee- 
tions Act proviiling for an appi'al In 
cltie-s. but not in i-ural munlclpallt h's. 

The te.xt of Chli't .Tnstlce Hunter',; 
Judgment, as handed down yesterday 
arternoon. is .as follows: 

"In this case the i)ronioter of the 
I>roccedlngs, a registered voter In a 
rural nuiniclpallty, complaln.s ol the 
refusal of the court of ri'\ ision on his 
application to expunge the names of 
four out of the five defendants from 
tlie electoral roll. 

Ho first sought to enforce his objec- 
tion by brlnglngr Injunction proceed- 
ings against the defendants; but it 
seems to me that he has no status, 
and that the fact that the defendants 
are on the roll Is a good answer to 
those proceedings. 

Dismisses Injunction. 

"No Instance hns been brought to 
my notice which shows that one voter 
may attempt to enjoin any other reg- 
isti red voter from attempting to <'xer- 
clse his franchise, and I aliould be 
surprised to find any such case, anil 
1 therefore disml.ss the motion for an 
injunction.

DELEGATION TO 



Board of Trade Wants $250,- 
000 Spent on Harbor Inn- 
provements 



An amended scheme for the im- 
provement of Victoria harbor, with a 
view to meeting the growing needs 
which un extending commerce calls 
for, has been aiidor the consideration 
of the Boaid of Trade harbor com- 
mittee for some time past. It is now 
practically decided to send a delega- 
tion to Ottawa to wait upon tlie Hon. 
\V. Pugsley, Minister of X^ubllc Works, 
with n view to enlisting the aid ot the 
government towards the project. 

The projected Improvements It is 
estimated will cost jaBO.OOO. They in- 
clude extensive excavations alc^.ig the 
waterfront, of that portion of the In- 
dian Reserve facing the Htidson Day 
wiiarf. It is proposed to build an 
embankment along the foreshore 
formed of the mud, rock, and oth<er 
tiebrls dredged from the water bed 
in the inetghborhood of Spar buoy/. 
The exoavfttlons will mean rthe doub- 
ling of the 'Width of the navigable 
water In that portion of the harboir.. 
To carry out this Uio purchase of two 
Lobnit dredges Is suggested. Thead 
dredges which cost $30,000 each are so 
constructed that they pound up the 
rocks, while they are equipped tvlth a 
scoop for bringing to the surface the 
ideces of rock and mud. 

'I'lie plans for harbor Improvement 
which are now under 'way are proK. 
ceeding in a satisfactory manner, but 
it hns been found necessary to en- 
large them to meet the growing re-' 
quirementa of the port. The plant at 
jireseiit in use Is worlting at full cn- 
paeity, but the growth ot conimertio 
necessitates ftirther Imiirovement. The 
iimended plans. It is understood have 
been shown to the Hon. W. Temple- 
man, .Minister of Inliind Rovonue who 
Is (lulte in symjiatliy with the pro-i 
jectcd liniiroveinents. 

The delegation which will go to Ot- 
tawa will probably be composed of 
Simon Leiser, president Of the Board 
of Trade, and J. D. Klngham, one of 
the council members.

The United States sealers whose 
schooners and eatchea were seized in 
18S7-8-9 when the Corwln and _other 
revenue cutters swooped down on ilio 
seallns fleet, then Including both Brit- 
ish iind United States vessels, are to 
have their claims settled, fifteen 
years after the United States paid 
$43«, -154.27 to the owners and hunters 
of the Victoria sealing voasels gelzed 
at the same tlm^. Soma Victorians 
formerlj- interested m these claims, 
have been advised that the Washing- 
ton government is arranging to take 
up the cases, and a bill will be intro- 
duced at this session of the United 
States Congress conferring jurisdic- 
tion upon the United States court for 
the Ninth district to determine the 
lights of the claimants whose schoon- 
ers wore seized when the United 
Slates to protect the inoiuipoly now 
exiilrlng. of the Alaslia ('omnierclal 
company beg-an to drive the sealers 
from the Bering sea which it was 
sought to make a mare clousum. 

The United States sealers seized 
at this time were the Allle I. Alga; 
afterward bought and added to the 
Victoria fleet, LlUle U Kate and .\n- 
nn. Alpha, and Sylvia Handy. The 
Challenge, owned and operated by 
Noah hay Indians waf? also seized and 
afterward released. 

The Seiiuros. 

Till' seizures hegaii the iirevious 
year wln-n the (.'oiwin w;is sent to 
lU-i-iiiK Sea under ordei's to seize all 
vessels found sealing there. The 
'riioriiton, i_>nw,U(l and Caroline were 
first to Ije taken. All hailed from 
Vlctoiiu. Th.^v were taken tu Sitka, 
where some of the si;alers werj iin- 
inisoned, others turned adrift desti- 
tute, hundreds of ndles from home. 
Capt. ''^ilvle of the Caroline bec.uiio 
Insmie and wandering away was foiiud 
some days later, a lazoi' by his side 
and his throat cut at tlie back of the 
Indian village. The sel/.ures contin- 
ued lii IhST when nut i;nly were si.\ 
Victoria sealers taken, liut tile sl.x 
United Stati's \-esseis already named. 
One of the \"ii torla sealers, the Al- 
fred Adams, whiiii was captured and 
or<leied to .Sitka, but went to \'lrtorla 
instead, and Hu- .\mericaii scrhooner 
San .lose, laki-ii l>y tile Rush and or- 
dert-d to Sitka ran for .San Kraneiseo. 
(If Iho tliii'teeii sehoonera seized tlu' 
W. 1". Sayward of Victoria was tlie 
only ime bond' d out nnd her owm-ra 
hrought a test case against the L'nltcd 
States which was decided in favor of 
the schooner, but never settled, un- 
til after the International commissi. ni 
made the awards in favor of the \ le- 
toria sealers fifteen years ago. There 
wore other seizures In 18S9, In which 
year tlii- .schooners HIack IJiiimond 
and .Minnie made sensational nseaiios 
running away with the prize trews, 
und the Sapphire, orilered to heave 
too by Ihf- U. S. S. Hear clapped on 
canvas and escaped after n long stern 
chase. The veasels seized were sold 
.'it I'ort Townsend. Soon after a law 
ua--- .made f"rblddlng the issuance of 
lie.i ranees to Unltea States vessels. It 
li' iiig made an indictable offence to 
HO sealing under the Americiin flag. 
This law was followed liy tbc taking 
to Victoria of the schooners Onward, 
.luanltn, Alfred Adams. Mary Taylor. 
.Mary Ellen. AloUle Adams. Walter I,. 
Riili, 0.<tcar and Haitie and S.\lvia 
Handy, afterwards lost at sea with 
all hands Avhen known as the Walter 
laul. City of San DIobo, Rosie Olson, 
afterward seized off Copper Islands by 
Itiissia and Laura. These erstwhile 
1'. S. sealers were added to the Vic- 
toria fleet. The Sea Quil was to have 
been brought hero, but wa."! wrecked 
off Capo St. James. Alaska. 

The Negotiations. 

-After the Hi'ring sea troulile twen- 
ty-three claims aggregating Jl.iISH,- 
liO,S.77 \\i-r<- .submitted by tli,- Caii.a- 
dian sealers, and wln^n It was hrouglit 
out that the I'nlted States luul m.iilcj 
a claim with success lor tlie sel'/.ure 
of an Amoiii-.an whaU-r, th,. l;ount.\-, 
in Hering si-,'i li>- Russia wIuti Russia 
owneil .\laska, the l.'mied .St.'ltes seal- 
ers also |>ut In claims against the gov" 
ernment. These were not coii.sldor- 
ed. Creat Britain took up the eases 
of the seized Victoria sealers ami 
these were arbitrated In IH'.v^ at Paris 
when an award was made in favor 
(if the Canadian vessels and ii com- 
mittee was appointed, known as the 
Herlng Sea Claims Commission which 
i sat at Victoria and took evidence at 
considerable length regarding the 
claims of the Victoria BOnlers. many 
I'nlted States sealers bi'Ing brought to 
give evideiK-e In favor of the conten- 
tion of that go\ ernment, und It was 
promised that the claims of these 
witnesses would receive consideration 
wlien the Canadian cases were dispos- 
ed of. The claims submitted were cut 
from $1,289,008.77 to $463,454.27 and 
this amount was paid fifteen years 
ago and distributed. Since then peri- 
odical attempts have been made by 
the owners and those interested In the 
seized United States vosscis to receive 
the same justice from the government 
without succos.l. Now, though, these 
claims are to be taken up. 

The memorandum regnrdlng tlio 
to bo brought before CongrcHs, a copy

"The United BtoiCes liavMng claimed 
Jurisdiction over that part of Bering 
Sea Inclosed within the boundaries of

That the once well equipped pas- 
senger steamer may hu dlsnmntl'ed.

The 
lack of Interest In the sale on the part 
of shipping men yedterday Is taken to 
be the result of tlie uneiivlable repu- 
tation made tor liersi.df by the ateaiu- 
er when in commission. Her only 
successful operation is said to have 
been In the days of the Klondike 
rush, when she went to Southeastern 
Alaska, and in the bourn days made 
money. 

Willi tlie devehiiiinent of (luleter 
timci, liowever, the heavy expense in 
running the steamer caused lier to be 
taken off till' line. .She was regarded 
as an exeessiNc coal burner and the 
fuel had to be pass.'d back marly for- 
ty feel necessitating a big crew be- 
low deck.s. Her UKu hliier.\', too, was 
ao heavy that hiul It ever been de- 
veloped to its full eapacity it would 
have rattled the Inul to pieces. This 
defect was remedied by tlie Creat 
Northern company, when she was us- 
ed by them af. a ear ferry, timbers be- 
ing used to strengtiieii the hull, and 
the expense of opei'ating was to have 
been rediu'ed by the conversion of the 
Victorian Into an oil burner.

THE ALICE COOKE 



Picked Up Schoonor From Hiinolulu 
Wiion She \A^as Being Driven 
Toward Vancouver Island 

The tug Ivorne picked .up the Ameri- 
can schooner Alice -Cooke off the west 
coa.st on Monday when she wa.s driven 
rapidly toavard the Vancouver Island 
coast. The Alice C'ooko was 3ii days 
from Honolulu and had a rough trip. 
Capt. Penhallovv says the slow passage 
wa3 due to <;alm8, storms and the foul 
bottom of his vessel. When lie left 
Honolulu a calm prevailed, and al the 
end of five days he was only 120 miles 
from port. The calm was followed by 
a succession of gales, and under ordin- 
ary conditions he should have made 
good progress, but was greatly retarded 
by the foul condition of the bottom of 
the vi-Hsel. Last Monday, while off 
Cape l-'lattery, lie was becalmed, ami 
the current was rapidly carrying hl.m 
toward the rocky shores of Vancouver 
island, when he was picked up b.- Vic- 
toria tug Lome and towed inw the 
Straits and turned over to an .\mfcric.m 
tug.

Will Build Steel Steamer Sioux — Has 
Bought City of Everett and 
the Telephone 

.losbun rireen of lh(> Puget Sound 
Navigation Coinptiny has pureha.sed the 
steamers City of .I-;ven-tt and Tele- 
pho-ne for the Seatlle-Poulabu route, a 
siibsldiarv concern. The Clly of Kver- 
ett Is a small fast scre.iv .steel .steamer 
and the Telephone is a fast stern - 
wheeler. The di-clslon has also been 
reached lo l>ulld an elghteen-knbt stoel 
steamer to be named the Sloui-, of the 
type of the Indianapolis for the Seat- 
tie- Everett route. 

The organization of the Seatlle- 
Poulsbo route was the outcome of the 
advent of the steamer Hya.k, of the 
Kitsap County Transportation ijom- 
pan>-, -on the Seattle-Port Townsend 
run a eou]ile of months ago. The Seal- 
fle-Poulsbo route put the steamers 
Uvdia Thompson and Inla.nd I''lyer on 
the Uog b'lsh Bay run, and later on se- 
oiired the steamer Camano to displace 
the Thompson. I'reight and passenger 
rates were cut in half, and the rhto 
war is still on, although the Kitsap 
comi)any, operating the Kltsa.p and Re- 
liance, with the Steamer Burton in re- 
serve. boB not met the rates. 

While the Cmmano and inland Flyer 
are regarded as largo enough to handle 
the traffic In the winter season, when 
travel is light, tin exceedingly heavy 
traffic is looked for In the .spring and 
.summer, and the Poulsbo route will 
put on either the City of Kverett or 
the T{|ograph on the Dog Fish Bay 
run jvltb tho opentog up of iheavy traf- 
fic. 

With the purchase qX the two steam- 
ers \-esterday Joshua Green, president 
of tiie Puget Sound 'Navigation Comr 
pany, announced that the construction 
of a new steel steamer, to be built ex- 
clusively for the Seattle-Everett busi- 
ness, had ibeen decided on, and that he 
hoped tihe keel for tho new vessel 
would be Inid ibefore the end of an- 
other month.

ALEXANDER DRIFTS 

TO OYSTER BEDS 



Historlac Old Craft Moored at Esqul- 
malt Breaks Adrift and Goes 
Up Among the Bivalves 



The barge Alexander which has 
been moored for some time at I^siiul- 
malt broke adrift In the strong gale 
of yesterday morning and dragged 
across tho harbor to the oyster beds 
o'' the Western I'Tsh company whore 
sh,- went .ishore. The Alexander went 
high and dry among the oysters which 
W(ue annoyed, but made no protest. 

The Alexander, which was once the 
mo.st powerful tug on this coast, and 
lias been steamer and schooner. Is now 
a barge. She ihns bei|n ttying ildle- 
for some time at Gsqulmalt. She was 
built at Port Esslngton, and was low- 
ed to Victoria by the Hudaons Bay 
steamer Otter to receive her machin- 
ery brought from England by the bark 
Mountain Laurel. It cost a fortune 
to build her nnd she was nicknamed 
"McAllister's Kolly." Cap. Rudlln was 
first master and he was succeed- 
ed by many other pioneer shipmas- 
ters, many of whom have departed 
this life. T-l)e running expenses ex- 
hausted tho builder's wealth and she 
■\vi\a sold to Capt. J. D. Warren and 
bv him to R. Dunsmiilr, who paid 
.1:15,000 for her In 1880, The late R, 
Dunsmuir operated her for ten years 
nnd then sold her to the wrecker, Capt. 
T. p. H. Whitelaw of San Prnnclsco, 
who converted her Into a whaler. She 
Inter became a steamer, and then was 
dismantled and' used as a schooner, 
and later a barge.

HE SPECULATIVE world in and about Victoria has been sitting on a stump, as it were, 
nervously awaiting the return from the California oil fields of Andrew Gray, President of 
the Marine Iron Works of Victoria.
